Two Area Men © 
Presumed Dead 
In Yacht Sinking 


Memorial services are being 
planned for the two Menlo Park 
area men who are missing and pre- 
sumably lost their lives last week 
when a 50-foot yacht on which 
they were sailing collided with a 
Swedish motor ship off Point Ar- 
guello, Southern California. 

The two presumed lost are Hen- 
ry Meiggs, 48, of 57 Broadacres| 
road, Atherton, owner of the ill- 
fated craft; and Col. William S. 
Conrow, 58, of 915 Peninsula way, 
Menlo Park, a retired army officed. 

The yacht Suomi had been pur- 

chased recently by Meiggs who 
had hoped to enter it in the an- 
nual San Francisco - Honolulu 
yacht races. Three other crew- 
men are believed to have per- 
ished in the accident. One body 
has been recovered by the coast 
guard and identified as that of 
Ralph Howard Cooper, 36, of 
Burlnigame. 

The other presumed dead are 
William L. Meiggs of Beverly 
Hills, Henry Meiggs’ brother, and 
Sandy. Wilson, 33, of New Zealand. 

Henry Meiggs has ben president 
of the State Mortgage corporation 
in San Francisco, is married and 
the father of four children: Henry 
Jr., 10, Keith, 8, Mark;-6,-and an 
adopted son, Christopher Christo- 
pherson, 14. The family has lived 
in Atherton for sevetal years. 

Colonel Conrow, a retired army 
officer, was in the regular Army 
for 30 years. He and his wife have 
lived in Menlo Park for the past 
seven years. Their son, Jerry, is 
a rancher pear Fresno and arrived 
in Menlo Park last Thursday.

HELP ON AGENDA 

Before they launched on a 
thorough study of that matter 
they helped their adult counter- 
parts rush through the normal 
council agenda. Under the head- 
ing of “oral communications,” 
they heard a suggestion from Sue 
Curry, Hillview eighth grader, 
that the city provide funds and 
facilities for a youth center. 

Her suggestion, after discus- 
sion, was referred to the city 
recreation commission by Boys’ 
Day Mayor Ricky Chappell, with 
instructions that the commis- 
sioners report back to the coun- 
cil at a later date. 


Vice-Mayor George S. Ford (the 
grown-up vice-mayor, that is) then 
asked the junior council to dis- 
cuss the city’s present intentions 
of revising and tightening its laws 
governing use and possession of 
firearms within the city. 

Ensuing discussion brought com- 
ments from junior and senior 
members of the audience and both 
sizes of-city councilmen, as well 
as bringing into focus a written 
communication from John A. Sul- 
livan, secretary of the Menlo Park 
Gun club. 


ASKS USE OF GYM 

In his letter, Sullivan request- 
ed permission to establish a rifle 
range for use of the club in Bur- 
gess gymnasium. . Quarters form- 
erly occupied at Stanford univer- 
sity no longer are available, he 
explained. 

Emphasizing the need for oppor- 
tunities to learn proper use and 
handling of guns were Kingsford 
Jone sand Albert Giannotti from 
the audience, as well as Council- 
men (the adult type) William R. 
Lawson, Arthur Cobbledick and 
Vaile Andrus, and “Mayor” Chap- 
pell. 

Andrus further echoed the 
comment of one junior council- 
man who declared rifle ranges 
were not enough, “because a 
fellow doesn’t always want to 
shoot just at circles.” Andrus 
suggested a program that would 
enable boys, with adequate su- 
pervision, to get experience in 
handling a gun outdoors.

National Guard 
Armory Plan 
Passes Hurdle 


A bill which would authorize 
construction of a national guard 
armory in Menlo Park has been 
given a “do pass” recommendation 
from the state senate military and 
veterans’ affairs committee, it was 
learned this week in wire service 
reports from the capital. 

The measure will now go to the 


senate finance committee for fur- 
ther consideration—the “big test” 


in the legislature. 

The bill actually calls for a 
$654,000 appropriation, for 
eight armories. It is sponsored 
by Senator Nelson Dilworth 
(Rep.-Hemet). This means about 
$80,000 will be available for con- 
struction of the armory here; 
Menlo Park is about sixth on 
the state armory priority list. 
Property for the armory has 


been set aside in the Menlo Park 
civic center, for the armory if it 
is built. 


Presumably to be of standard 


armory design, the structure will 
house Battery D, 149th AA artil- 
lery battaltion, national guard un- 
it now quartered at Burgess park 
gym. The battery is a mobile unit 
and storage space will have to be 
provided for its truck- and trailer- 
mounted weapons.

‘Faulty’ 


The Salk polio vaccine sent 
out by Cutter Laboratories of 
Berkeley appears to be faulty 
and present shipments are being 
held up, it was indicated in wire 
service reports yesterday. 

San Mateo county has about 
16,000 units of the vaccine, cur- 
rently being held at the county 
Tuberculosis Sanitorium. It has 
been ordered impounded. 

The National Institute of 
Health has sent word to Cutter 
laboratories that six cases of po- 
lio have occurred among chil- 
dren who have been vaccinated 
and presumably immunized; 
five of these cases are in Cali- 
fornia. 

In San Mateo county, officials 
were “marking time” pending 
either release or replacement of 
the vaccine. Vaccination by pri- 
vate physicians has also been 
discontinued until further no- 
tice, teports sand: 


Menlo Park area acting first 
and second grade pupils will get 
their first shots of Salk polio vac- 
cine on May 12 and 13, it was an- 
nounced this week from the Menlo 
Park Elementary School district 
offices. 

Eligible pupils at parochial 
schools in the area will be trans- 
ported to public school on those 
dates, for their immunizations. 

While announcing the dates, 

school administrators pointed 
out that there are a sufficient 
number of registered nurses 
and nurses’ aides, among women 
available in the _ district; it 
should not be necessary, there- 
fore, for any parent to come to 
school to help with the project. 

“As a matter of fact,” Hillview 
school Principal John Martin ex- 
plained, “our nursing office space 
is pretty limited, and it’s doubtful 
if there will be room for onlook- 
ers.”

The hespital is a _publicly- 
owned facility, with boundaries 
coterminous with those of the 
Sequoia high school district ex- 
cept that Ravenswood is omit- 
ted. 


George R. Walsh of Menlo Park} 


has been a member of the dis- 
trict’s board of trustees since its 
founding seven years ago. 

The hospital levies a tax of $.153 
per $100 assessed valuation, to pay 
off bonds issued to finance con- 
struction of the hospital. No taxes 
for operation of the hospital have 
been levied since 1952. 

The hospital has a capacity of 
208 adults, with bassinettes for 
32. This can be expanded some- 
what, ac¢ording to trustees. 

The present hospital was open- 
ed in 1949 but a final, 106-bed 
wing was not opened until Decem- 
ber of last year. 

It has a staff of 388 doctors and 
352 doctors, and an annual pay- 
roll of $1,200,000.

Your City’s Business: 
Radio ‘Hams’ 


At Heart of 
Civil Defense 


By C. L. LONGSON 
(City Manager, Menlo Park) 


In again occupying the chair of 
guest columpist while Mayor 
harles P. Burges is in Nevada to 
observe the “Survival City” atom- 
is blast, it is perhaps appropriate 
to discuss something of our local 
civil defense organization. 

Hundreds of your neighbors are 
taking an active part in this pro- 
gram designed to insure your safe- 


ty. Mayor Burgess himself is 
chairman of the city defense 
corps. 


At the heart of this organiza- 
tion is one of the most unsung, 
but hard-working and enthusi- 
astic groups, the volunteers who 
maintain the city’s civil defense 
communications center and who 
would operate it in time of emer- 
gency to assure the integration 
of efforts to bring order out of 
chaos. 

Recently revitalized under Frank 
Bella, chief of the communications 
division of your local civil defense 
organization, and with the tre- 
mendous direct aid of Carl Olsen, 
radio officer, the communications 
center and its volunteer staff main- 
tain in readiness two civil defense 
transmitters located in the furnace 
room of the city council chambers 
building in the civie center. 

In return for the use of this 
room, the Palo Alto Radio club, 
which numbers some 80 area 
“hams” among its membes, has set 
up the two civil defense circtits 
as well as two “ham” transmitters 
for the club’s own use. All this 
equipment is neatly stowed in the 
cramped quarters in a manner 
reminiscent of any shipboard radio 
room. 

Under the guidance of Olsen, 
some 15 members of the club keep 
the vital defense circuits in readi- 
ness and are available in any 
emergency to operate the facility. 

In addition to the two perma- 
nent transmitters, the group now 
has two mobile units, and plans 
to line up more. 

During monthly drills, the mo- 
bile units, installed in autos and 
trucks, are tied in with the civie 
center circuits, which in turn 
are linked to San Mateo county 
defense headquarters in the Bel- 
mont fire station. 

From this county central post, 
the chain of defense communica- 
tions leads directly to the regional 
headquarters in Berkeley. 

In addition to the regular month- | 
ly drills and tests of the defense | 
radio circuits, Olsen attends aj 
monthly meeting of the city civil 
defense communications division, 
where overall problems ‘wre dis: 
cused. 

The enthusiasm and skill of the 
radio hobbyists who thus maintain 
this radio center on the alert is 
of utmost importance to every 
citizen. In the event of disaster, 
the entire structure of civil de-j 
fense would be almost helpless if 
it had no means of fast communi 
cations linking units in the field} 
to central command points. 

The radio “hams” are providing 
you and your city with that vital 
nerve center and deserve the

bonds, our current needs are so 
great that even with permission to 
spend the amount asked for, we 
will be restricted to the minimum 
program which is necessary to 
avoid double sessions. 

Another question asked is, 

“Why do we have all these elec- 
tions?” 

The May 20 election fs required 
by State law. It is held once a 
year for the election of members 
of the Board of Trustees and 
would be held whether or not we 
had called for a bond election. We 
arranged to consolidate our bond 
election with the Trustee election 
and no additional expense is in- 
volved. Some confusion has un- 
doubtedly arisen from the fact 
that San Mateo county has numer- 
ous districts which have required 
equally numerous elections, such 
as, hospital, fire, sanitation, and 
recreation districts whose boun- 
daries are conflicting, just as our 
elementary school district and our 
high school district are complete-y 
separate. 

Another question pertains to 
what does or does not constitute 
a “frill” in educational facilities. 

If you take the viewpoint that 
education is a luxury and that 
for most children it is enough to 
learn to read, write and keep 
simple accounts, then you might 
say we have indulged in a few 
“frills” in the way of multi-pur- 
pose rooms, crafts reoms, music 
rooms and libraries. 

Unfortunately the enrichments 
in our educational program have 
been few and have been greatly 
handicapped by lack of classroom 
space. The truth is that our type of 
construction program, which in- 
ciudes only those facilities which 
we feel are necessary to a well 
rounded educational program, is 
more or less standard throughout 
the state, and does no more than 
fit in with the kind of planning 
that exists in our community in 
other respects. 

Certainly if we were building 
the kind of schools that are being 
constructed in such places as de- 


| sert areas where low-priced tracts 


are being served and the popula- 
tion is of a transient nature, we 
could build classrooms for $7 per 
square foot instead of $12. 

This is not the kind of planning 
your Board of Education feels that 
our community wants. We feel 
bound not only by our present re- 
sponsibilities, but we also consid- 
er ourselves in effect trustees of 
the future, who must plan accord- 
ing to the aspirations of the com- 


| munity we are serving. 


There are many other cuestions 
have been asked about our 
election. 

One that may not have been an- 
swered and that has come up at 
several PTA metings is a request 
for some statement regarding the 
situation with Central school. At 
any time that Central school pro- 
perty is sold, the total proceeds of 
the sale would reveri to the State 
of California as repayment on our 
State loan. 

_ This would have the advantage 
of reducing our indebtedness 
somewhat. However, the reason 
we do not do this at once is that 
the property is now housing: (1) 
the Administrative offices of the 
district, (2) storage space for in- 
structional and operational and 
maintenance supplies, (3) main- 
tenance shops, buses and other 
equipment. 

Space for these various purpos- 
es would have to be provided else 
where if Central school property 
were disposed of. 

At this time the district does 
not have sufficient funds to con- 
tsruct other facilities, and to 
rent would be more costly than 
simply to retain occupancy of 
the present plant. 

I would like to add a fervent 
plea to those readers who are as 
anxious as I am to see this election 
approved. I cannot conceive of a 
“no” vote by any appreciable num 
ber of -parents of elementary 


| school children. There will, how 


ever, be some “‘no” votes and we 
must counteract them two to one 
which we may not be able to dc 
simply through the parent vote. 

So, we are going to need approv 
al from an unknown number of 
people who are non-parents of ele 
mentary school children. I think 
many of these people if the facts 
were laid befere them, would be 
happy to further the cause of edu- 
eation. But they have to be re 
minded, and the best way to re- 
mind them is through personal 
contacts,

| Down to Earth: 


Many Factors Can Aid in Making Lawn a Source of Satisfaction 


By TERRY LEE 

Lawns are a lot of work and 
they are worth every bit of it. No 
synthetic surface has yet been de- 
signed that is so pleasing and soft 
and still so tough. Lawns are not 
found in nature, and we must 
fight to keep weeds and drought 
from putting an end to our car- 
pet. 

You should consider your lawn 
a crop, and give it the care a far- 
mer does. This means regular 
weeding, feeding and watering, 
and also a special type of cultiva- 
tion. Just remember you are grow- 
ing 400 plants in every square 
foot, and you harvest your crop 
once a week! 
BIG JOB 

Lawns have a big job to do in 
California. They provide year- 
around beauty, a setting for house 
and garden, and double as a play- 
ground for croquet, badminton 
and other games. We expect them 
to be green and useable year- 
around. They survive great vari- 
ances in weather and are a prey 
to many natural weeds and bugs. 

There has been a great revolu- 
tion in the thinking of turfmen 
and home owners about the per- 
fect lawn. 

This is the age of the grass 
seed mixture. The aim is for an 
ideal mixture rather than a per- 
fect grass. A few years ago the 
big demand was for a mixture 
of bluegrass and clover.

2,4-D takes 
care of broad-leaved weeds and 
there are special chemicals to 
get crabgrass. 

If you had crabgrass last year, 
you will be sure to have some this, 
so start early with phrenyl mer- 
curie acetate and later in the sea- 
son use potassium cyanate. Exper- 
imental work is also being done 
on sprays that will slow down the 
growth rate, but until then, the 
gardener. is lucky to have many 


from. 

Actually, many of the pro- 
blems besetting a lawn can be 
avoided by proper maintenance. 
For example, watering should 
be done correctly or it may fa- 
vor the growth of weeds. 

Light and frequent sprinklings 
wet the surface of the soil and pro- 
vide all the moisture needed by 
shallow-rooted crabgrass, but the 
deeper rooted: turf grasses remain 
thirsty.

One now, another late in June and 
a third in September will thicken 
the lawn enough so no weeds can 
get started. Ammonium sulphate 
(2 pounds per 1000 sq. ft.) can be 
used in June for a cheap and 
quick shot in the arm. A light re- 
seeding can be combined with the 
job of fertilizing if the lawn looks 
extra thin.

Dr. Herbert C. Kelman of the 
Center for Advanced Study in the 
Behavorial Sciences will be feat- 
ured speaker at next Wednesday’s 
annual guest luncheon sponsored 
by the Provisional league of Wom- 
en Voters of Menlo Park.
